The  Troy  State  Track  and  Field  Teams  had  a  banner  year  as  the  men  successfully  defended  their 

Atlantic  Sun  Championship  while  the  women  finished  third  behind  GCF  and  Belmont,  but  had  three 

individual  champions.    For  the  men's  team  freshmen  Emery  Vickers  and  Michael  Acree  led  the  way 

scoring  48  of  the  teams  242  points.   Vickers  won  the  400(48.76),  was  fifth  in  the  100  and  long  jump, 

ran  the  third  leg  of  the  victorious  4x100  relay  team  and  anchored  the  4x400  team  to  a  third  place  finish. 

Acree  who  had  a  season  best  long  jump  of  24'4"  captured  both  the  long  jump  and  triple  jump  while 

running  the  second  leg  of  the  4x100  relay.   Junior  Michael  Bond  and  freshman  Rob  Barton  went  1-2  in 

the  1500  meters.    Bond  earlier  won  the  800  meters  at  the  Alabama  Relays.    In  the  throws  Brennan  Jack 

led  a  1-2-3  sweep  of  the  shot  put.   Jack  had  a  season's  best  toss  of  50'5"  earlier  in  the  year.   Senior 

Jacob  Stutzman  captures  the  gold  in  javelin  with  a  personal  best  toss  of  1 86'  1 1"  and  then  took  third  in 

the  high  jump  with  a  6'4"  effort.    In  the  high  hurdles  Jesse  Morrow,  Arrington  Watkins,  Desmon  Newton 

and  Johnnie  Peppers  went  one  through  four  to  add  big  points  towards  the  team  title.   Morrow  set  a 

school  record  in  hurdles  later  at  Florida  State  when  he  ran  a  14.37.   Morrow  also  high  jumped  a  6' 10"  for 

second  place  and  finished  third  in  the  400  meter  hurdles.    Denton  Bagwell  took  silver  in  the  hammer 

throw.   Jacksonville  transfer  Andy  Britt  finished  second  in  the  100(10.64),  third  in  the  200(21.64),  and 

ran  the  lead  off  leg  in  the  winning  4x100  team.    Freshman  Louis  Harris  ran  10.76  in  the  100  for  third, 

21.64  in  the  200  for  fourth,  and  anchored  the  4x100  team. 

For  the  Lady  Trojans  Senior  Amanda  Mason  dominated  her  speciality,  the  javelin,  winning  big  with  a 

toss  os  144'6".    Early  in  the  year  she  captured  the  event  at  the  Alabama  Relays.    Her  130'4"  throw  in  the 

hammer  scored  a  fourth  place  finish.   Junior  Takia  Shoats  shattered  the  Atlantic  Sun  record  by  nearly 

1  I'  as  she  threw  1 52'  1  1 "  in  her  winning  effort.    Shoats  also  places  second  in  the  shot  with  a  40'  1 0" 

heave.   Versatile  sophomore  Sherion  Taylor  captured  the  triple  jump  title  with  a  42'2"  leap  and  also 

placed  in  the  100  and  200  meter  dashes.   Junior  Portia  Profit  surprised  everyone  with  a  120'  toss  in  the 

javelin  good  enough  for  third  place.   Toya  Lewis  finished  fourth  in  the  100  meters  with  a  12.14  effort,  just 

ahead  of  Taylor.   Michelle  Thompson  surprised  a  strong  field  with  a  school  record  10'  in  the  pole  vault, 

good  enough  for  a  fourth  place  finish.    In  the  distance  races  freshman  Lindsey  Minnihan  had  her  best 

time  ever  at  5000  meters  finishing  fourth  in  18:26.

Spring  semester  saw  the  dedication  of  new 
facilities  for  softball  and  tennis,  as  well  as  renovation  of  our  baseball  stadium. 

In  closing,  I  am  often  reminded  that  we  must  "act  locally  yet  think  globally."  Troy  State 
University  will  continue  to  develop  graduates  rooted  in  the  values  of  our  nation  but  also  able  to 
compete  in  the  global  village  each  will  enter.  My  prayers  are  with  each  of  you  for  your  continued 
success.
